The fermation of an Allied Liberation Power for Asia was discussed 

at a special meeting of the Asian Cominform beginning 17 Auguat. 

The meeting lasted seven days. Present were Commnist representatives 
from 13 nations including China, India, Japan, North Korea, Vietnam, 
Thailand, Pakistan, Indonesia, Burma, and the Philippines. The Allied 
Liberation Power decided to establish six major operational theaters 
as follows: 


Be Central China. 


b. Northeast Theater (Manchuria and Korea). 

ce. Japan (Headquarters in South Sakhalin and North Korea). 
& South Asis Theater (Thailand, Burma, Vietnam, etc.). 

e. India (India, Pakistan, Ceylon, etc.). 

f. South Pacific Theater (Philippines, Indonesta, etc.) 


The Power will set up a joint «wiilions deard to handle the production 
and distribution of supplies, which will be coordinated by tha Soviet 
Far Bastern Army Logistical Connmand Headquarters. The headeuarters of 
the board wlll be at Chian (126-10, 41-07). Fach member nation will 
have representatives on the board. The Japanese Commmnist are assigned 
the task of smuggling Japanese technicians out of Japan in order to 
build factories and operate in Chian and other areas. 
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3. Chinese Communist propaganda from Peiping, in mid-August, stated that 
the signing of the American-Japanese Peace Treaty would bring about 
hostile relationships betweon the Chinese Communists and Japan. The 
Chiness Communist take the treaty as another step in the 4merican 
invasion of Asia.

a. Dispatch troops for the South Allied Liberation Power for Asia. (sic) 
b. Maintain an economic blockade of Japan. Boycott Japanese goods. 
ce. Sever diplomatic relations with Japan.
